1. Double Patenting Rejection 

The Office Action states, 

Claims 1-16 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness -type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over allowed claims 10-3 8 of copending 
Application No. 10/506,176. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not paten tably 
distinct from each other because both claim a process for 
the co-polymerization of olefins wherein the olefin may 
be ethylene, propylene or butene which is contacted with 
a catalyst comprising Mg, Ti, aluminum and diether 
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
